Coroner Charles Smith was notified 
by Sheriff Tourtlllott of the death 
eight-year-old

which resulted in his death. He suf- 
fered no pain to speak of, and all 
that could be iHpne wss done to sa^'e 
his precious life.

Mr. Comerer resides in South Dix- 
on township. He stated that he had 
sold a load of corn to Joseph Vaile 
and on 
Saturday 
afternoon 
had 
brought the load of corn to IHson to 
deliver. 
When he drove into the 
yard several little children ran out 
and asked permission to get on the 
^agon for a ride. He stopped the 
team and told them to get on, but 
cautioned them to be careful not to 
iall oif. He stated that there 
were 
'.¿wo girls and two boys on the wag- 
on. 
He had not gone far, he said, 
until he heard one little girl cry out 
that Edwin had'fallen from the wag- 
on and was run over. 
He stopped 
lihe team, got down from the wagon 
and in going back ffund the little 
fellow lying behind the wagon about 
.2 rods from where he stopped, bleed- 
"ing at the mouth and apparently life- 
less. 
Mr. Comerer picked him up 
and carried him to the house, where 
he was taken care of by his grand- 
mother. 
He lived about an hour 
and a half after the accident.

• Comerer stated thai when he picked 
the little fellow up he opened his 
<gves and asked. "Will I die?" 


Robei'ta Spilraan, the other wit- 
mess, stated that she and three other 


• children ran out and got on the wag- 
on for a ride. 
Little Edwin came 
•also, and she told him not to get on 
the wagon as he was too weak, hav- 
ing been sick for several days, hut 
to keep hold of the rods of the wag- 
on. 
She stated that sne saw him 
try to get on, saw him fall bet\yeen 
the right wheels of the wagon and 
saw the right hind wheel pass over 
his body. She stated that she cried 
to the driver that the boy had fallen 


I off and was run over and hurt. She 
f" noticed blood on his face, but was 
too much frightened to stay and see 
how badly he was hurt. 


No one connected with the accident 
•«vas in any way responsible for the 
death of the lad, it being purely ac- 
cidental. 


Edwin Valle was naturally a bright 
little fellow and was a favorite with 
all who knew him. 
He was an at- 
tendan,t at St. Mary's school and was 
an apt pupil. 
Several days ago he 
was taken sick with a sore throat, 
and was kept home from school. Sat- 
urday being pleasant, he asked his 
grandmother if he might go out a few 
moments and play with his little com-

Thersi^âîrTÎë no "âsfiing^ with nets 
or hook and line between April 15th 
and July 1st, nor any destroying or 
killing of any fish during this time. 


There shall be no fishing with nets 
at any time of the year. 


In fishing with pole and line only 
one hook shall be used on a line. 


There shall be no fishing within 
400 feet above or below the fishway 
at the north end of .the dam, nor 
within 200 feet of the dam on the 
south side of the river.
